Social  Conditions

Laundries,  Fat  extraction  and 
refining,  Building,  Gravel  Raising,  Agriculture  and 
Printing. 

Unemployment  during  the  year  was  negligible. 
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Vital  Statistics 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the 
year  was  775 ;  of  these  410  were  males  and  365  females. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  included  in  these  figures 
totalled  45 ;  28  males  and  17  females. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  21.3  as  compared  to  17.8  in 
1945  and  19.19  in  1944. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  19.1 

The  Still  Births  numbered  20;  13  males  and  7 
females — all  legitimate. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  was  0.54  as  compared  to  0.56 
in  1945  and  0.62  in  1944.

Ambulance  Facilities 

Two  ambulances  are  provided  by  the  Council  for  the 
transport  of  non-infectious  cases  and  one  for  infectious 
cases  by  the  Staines  Joint  Isolation  Hospital. 
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Laboratory  Facilities 

Swabs  and  other  material  are  now  examined  by  the 
Pathological  Department  of  the  Ashford  County 
Hospital. 

Clinics  &  Treatment  Centres 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  School 
Clinics  and  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  are  provided  and 
supervised  by  the  Middlesex  County  Council. 


Hospitals 

Staines  Joint  Isolation  is  used  for  certain  of  the 
infectious  diseases. 

Staines  Hospital  and  Ashford  County  Hospital  are 
for  the  treatment  of  non-infectious  cases. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

District  Nurses  are  provided  by  the  various  Wards 
for  General  Nursing  and  in  conjunction  with  the  Middle¬ 
sex  County  Council  for  Maternity  work. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 

THE  AREA 

Water 

The  principal  water  supply  to  the  Area  is  from  the 
South  West  Suburban  Water  Company,  but  part  of 
Laleham  Ward  is  supplied  by  the  West  Surrey  Water 
Co.,  and  part  of  Colnbrook  Area  by  the  Borough  of 
Slough  MMTer  Co. 

Regular  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of 
the  raw  water  and  of  the  water  going  into  supply  and 
I  am  informed  that  an  average  of  70  bacteriological  ex~ 
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aminations  are  made  Annually  and  these  have  all  been 
satisfactory.  In  addition  check  samples  are  taken  by 
the  Councirs  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  these  also  are 
satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

There  were  no  extensions  of  sewers  during  the  year 
and  the  nuisance  caused  by  cesspool  drainage  in  parts 
of  the  Area  continued. 

Public  Cleansing 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  at  intervals  of  two 
weeks  and  I  think  it  would  be  better  if  the  pre-war 
weekly  collection  could  be  resumed. 

Disposal  is  by  tipping  and  in  view  of  the  nuisance 
arising  from  tipping  and  the  shortage  of  suitable  sites 
a  refuse  destructor  should  be  provided  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

Minor  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  feeding  the 
Thames  was  observed  and  action  taken  on  eleven 
occasions. 


Camping  Sites 

Three  applications  for  the  use  of  land  for  occupa¬ 
tion  by  moveable  dwellings  were  received  during  the 
year. 

Two  were  granted  and  one  refused. 

Camping  by  gypsies  caused  considerable  nuisance 
and  was  very  difficult  to  deal  with,  the  legal  procedure 
for  prevention  of  unlicensed  camping  being  of  little  value 
when  dealing  with  this  class  of  camper. 

The  Council  Camping  Site  at  Laleham  was  well 
patronised  during  the  summer. 
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Smoke  Abatement 


There  are  only  three  factory  stacks  in  the  Area  and 
several  observations  were  made  of  smoke  nuisances,  but 
having-  regard  to  the  quality  of  the  fuel  now  being  sup¬ 
plied  to  the  factories  no  statutory  action  was  taken. 


Temporary  Provision  of  Insulin 

During  the  year  a  free  supply  of  Insulin  was  given 
to  a  number  of  people  suffering  from  Diabetes  in  con¬ 
formity  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular,  2734.

Sampling  for  the  detection  and  prevention  of 
adulteration  of  food  is  undertaken  by  Inspectors  of  the 
Middlesex  County  Council. 

Notifiable  Diseases 

Seventy  four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified, 
of  these  72  were  treated  in  Hospital;  the  average  stay 
in  Hospital  being  21.1  days. 
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Twelve  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  but  on 
investigation  four  proved  to  be  not  Diphtheria^ 

The  eight  cases  were  treated  in  Hospital,  the  average 
stay  being  21.5  days. 

Five  out  of  the  eight  cases  had  been  immunised. 

I  append  a  chart  showing  the  number  of  the  various 
diseases  notified  and  their  age  group. 


Tuberculosis 

Forty  four  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
six  cases  of  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

Thirteen  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  two 
cases  of  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  died  during  the 
year. 


Scabies  and  Lice  Infestation 

Very  few  cases  were  seen  during  the  year.. 


Immunisation 

There  has  been  a  good  response  to  Immunisation; 
1080  children  having  been  successfully  immunised  during 
the  year;  of  these  616  were  under  five  years,  and  464 
between  5  and  15  years.

CESSPOOLS. 

There  are  1262  premises  in  the  Area  drained  to 
cesspools  and  under  present  conditions  it  is  difficult  to 
carry  out  improvements,  59  cesspoools  were  abolished 
during  the  year  and  the  houses  connected  to  the  public 
sewer. 

COMPLAINTS. 

1030  complaints  were  received  during  the  year.  All 
received  prompt  attention  and  any  necessary  action. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  five  persons  re¬ 
quiring  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  Orders  were  made 
in  each  case. 

RENT  AND  MORTGAGE  RESTRICTIONS  ACTS. 

Enquiries  were  made  into  11  complaints  of  excessive 
rents.  One  certificate  of  disrepair  was  issued.

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Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations 

Inspection  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  is  carried  out  by 
a  veterinary  officer  appointed  for  this  purpose. 

The  following  samples  of  milk  were  taken: — 

Pasteurised  Milk. 

32  samples  were  taken  to  check  the  efficiency  of  the 
pasteurising  process.  29  samples  satisfied  the  phos¬ 
phatase  test  and  3  failed, 

Un.graded  Milk. 

24  samples  were  taken.  13  samples  satisfied  the 
methylene  blue  and  coliform  tests  and  11  failed. 

14  samples  of  raw  milk  were  submitted  for  biological 
examination.  All  were  reported  free  from  tubercle 
bacilli. 


Ice  Cream 

Particular  attention  was  given  to  the  conditions 
under  which  ice  cream  was  manufactured.  27  samples 
were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  13  of  these 
were  reported  unsatisfactory. 


Infectious  Diseases 

104  visits  were  made  to  houses  where  infectious 
diseases  occurred  and  93  houses  were  disinfected. 


Rodent  Control 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Staines,  Hayes  & 
Harlington,  and  Yiewsley  &  West  Drayton  Joint  Rodent 
Committee,  and  is  not  dealt  with  by  the  Sanitary  In." 
specters. 
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
